Washington. Dec. 2. — Secretary 


Straus in the sixth annual report of 
the department 
of commerce 
and 


labor makes important and unusual 
statements 
and 
recommendations. 


Among other things he says: ."Our 
age has been very properly called an 
era of commercial development and 
expansion, and the United States, by 
reason of its many exceptional ad- 
vantages, its boundless natural re- 
sources, and possessing a growing, 
intelligent, 
energetic, 
enterprising 


and self-reliant population, is reap- 
ing a^greater share of industrial and 
commercial prosperity than any of 
the other nations of the world." 


Secretary Straus points out that 


labor and the industries and com- 
merce are 
inter-dependent. 
"That 


commerce which is developed and ex- 
panded to the detriment, either of 
the health or of the wage standard 
of the laborers engaged therein, how- 
ever profitable it might be in the ma- 
terial sense, is harmful to a nation's 
welfare and should be discouraged." 


Some space is devoted to a consid- 


eration of the operations of the bu- 
reau of corporations, but on account 
of the character of the work of that 
bureau little definite information is 
disclosed. The secretary says that 
fhc bureau now has on hand investi- 
gations of the tobacco, steel and lum- 
er." industries, inland waterways, the 
Internationa! Harvester company and 
further 
investigation of the petro- 


leum industry and cotton exchanges.

had had with the kaiser. The object 
of the talk was to reassure England of 
William's friendship. The features of 
it most criticised are that it was an 
unwarranted interference of the em- 
peror in politics without consulting 
his government that it stated a ma- 
jority of the German people arc hostile 
10 £rcat Britain. th«t it gav-e the pur- 
pose of Germany's increase of her 
iff 
-^javy as intended to participate in the 
.Pacific situation', thus offending Japan, 
and that in it the emperor had told 
Queen Victoria bow to whip the Boers. 
'The interview contained other indis- 
cretions, but these arc more than 
«nough to set the world's diplomats 
^and the German reichstag by the ears, 
,5a!l of whifh they very promptly did. 
Then it developed that these arc not 
the only interviews given out by Wii- 
Ham. -One appeared in the Century 
Magazine and was ssippresfed only 
-after many copies of the edition had 
gone out. This interview is said to 


' be evcu more sensational than 'hat fn 
uie J.onoon p.nper. and as some ot the 
magazines containing it arc in the 
hands of correspondents and diplomats 
the thing is liable to bob up at nny 
time. It is now stated that a third 
indiscretion has come to light in the 
form of a letter written by the kaiser 
to Queen Wilhelmina of Holland dur- 
ing the Russo-Japanese war in which 
rather ominous threats were made if 
Holland did not fortify her ports 
aj»ainsf England. How many more of 
these imperial letters and interviews 
will bob up in tho various chancel- 
leries and newspaper office1' of tl>3 
world is tho thing that is now Interest- 
osting Germany. 


It must be said ou William's behalf 


i bat lie talks rather freely to newspa- 
per men and others, but on the pledge 
of secrecy.1 The president of the Uuft- 
od States, to whom (he German em- 
peror ha.% been, likened, does tho same

'he can hardly get out by enlarging 
the Ananias club. 


A New York newspaper years ago 


printed a list, of the kaiser's Indiscre- 
tions and they occupied nearly an en- 
tire page. 
Now they are occupying 


ilic whole cf Europe. There is nothing 
that will grow like the indiscretion 
habit if arduously cultivated. 


Pulled Bismarck's Mustache. 


The first of William's breaks occur- 


red when he was five years old. It 
was then he grabbed Bismarck's mus- 
tache and held on till his grandfather 
had to pry him loose. 
HH second 


blunder is now a chestnut. , It occur- 
red but a little after (he Bismarck epi- 
sode. 
A governess one flay bad to 


punish William severely and after it 
was all over said tearfullv: 


'•It hurts me worse than it does 


you." 


'•Perhaps so." - replied the sobbing 


lad. "but not in the same place." 


The third indiscretion occurred when 


Prince William was made colonel of a 
regiment.. One ot" hi< first acts was to 
try to regulate the uniforms of his 
soldiers. 
They thereupon complained 


to Emperor William I. Calling in his 
young grandson, the aged kaiser re- 
proved him for interfering with the 
uniforms of his soldiers. 


"Am 1 colonel of this regiment?" 


said the prince. 


"Certainly." 
'•Then your majesty must permit me 


to looiv after my command without in- 
terference of any >orr; otherwise I 
throw up my commission." 


Another indiscretion occurred after 


William became emperor. One day he 
entered the schoolroom at Potsdam 
and began (o scold his children till 
both they and the governess were in 
tear.-?. "I will be obeyed: I am mas- 
ter!" he was saying, .lust then the 
empress happened in and settled the 
matter by saying that he was master 
in lite kingdom, but she was nii«tro'*<: 
here. 


At a later- time he designed some 


dresses for the empress, but was non- 
plu^ed when she asked how she was 
to get Into them. lie had failed to 
provide a way. 


No Vassalage For Them. 


One of his greatest bulls, however, 


was in seeking to be made emperor in 
fact over all the German states. At 
present the primes of these states in 
a way are independent, at lease in 
name. In pursuance of his plan for 
increase of power William called all 
these princes before him. He made a 
speech, and as they seemed to fall in 
with his (suggestion's he waxed bolder 
in outlining his desires. 
In an un- 


guarded moment, however, he made 
the break of referring to them as "vas- 
snls." Instantly one of them replied: 


"No, sire, not your va>«aK— your al- 


lies, if you like." 


^>n am»Uior <>'-f.!«ioii he wrote in the 


"Golden Book" of the city of Munich 
thH inscription: "There is no law oth- 
er than the roy.il will." IV-low it the 
Prince Regent I>iiitpold. not much of 
a friend of the kaiser, wrote this: "The 
supreme ln\v is the intercut of the 
state." 


A further iudi*treti«>n wa« commit- 


ted by the kaiser in attempting to in- 
terfere in the succession in Bavaria. 
A judicial court was finally compelled 
to decide the case adversely to his man. 
'lie has also interfered in partisan 
politics ou several occasions, a thing 
no hereditary ruler is supposed to do, 
and thus gained the ill will of several 
groups, notably the Poles and the So- 
cialists. 


Some of his military maneuvers 


have been secretly laughed at by'old 
officers of the army, one of them hav- 
ing been characterized 
by General 


Stulpragel as "a species of military 
tomfoolery." 


All the world is familiar with tho 


way. tho emperor "has Interfered in 


matters ol music and the drama and 
has tried to write poetry and to paint. 
Among his international breaks prior 
to the present one was that in which 
he wrote to Lord Tv/eedmouth con- 
corning the British :savy. raising a 
storm throughout Great Britain, and 
that in \v.' ich he suggested that the 
American ambassador ro Berlin should 
be a mi'Iioiiah"*. 
Clamor Against Personal Government 


Con-'idering all ihe>e unfortunate 


occurrences anc. many others not here 
catalogued, the storm that has broken 
about the haifcr's head because of his 
latent indiscretion need not occasion 
surprise. 
\Vhat the end may be no 


one can toll. There is already a loud 
• •lamor throughout the German empire 
that personal government shall cease. 
It is somewhat surprising that rhf 
German nation, whk-h i.* lit advance 
of thf world in mo-<i lines of'thought 
-in art. inusi--. sficiU-e. philosophy 
ami even certain phases of polities— 
xhould be Ijohi'ul the loading Countries' 
in this* important respect. No-other 
great nation except Rus?>in tolerates 
personal government. Intelligent Ger- 
mans keenly feel this lact and have, 
long clamored for a ministry respon- 
Mule to parliament rather than to the 
whim of the sovereign. 
The present 


« ri^is may briug this sentiment to a 
head and force the settlement' of the 
• i.ue&tion in accordance' with the popu- 
lar demand. As recently pointed out 
by a celebrated German statesman, 
no change in the constitution or the 
law is necessary to establish the domi- 
nance of parliament. It can be done, 
as it was in England, by refusing to 
vote revenues. This power, which K 
lodged with the people's representa- 
tives, is sufficient to bring auy king in 
Christendom to his knees. 
The Ger- 


man parliament is rapidly getting into 
a temper where It may use this an- 
cient weapon. 


There is another side to the charac- 


ter of William, however, which Is 
much.more pleasing. 
In his recent 


speech In explanation of the emperor's 
ill starred interview Chancellor von 
Bnlow said the kaiser is an idealist, 
and The truth of this is borne out by 
Willfam's nftensnces and his acts, rot- 
one thing, he is sincerely desirous of 
the world's peace. 
This 
h:i«s been 


proved over and over again. 
He 
!«= 


ambitious for his country, but in :i 
'•oniuiercial way. 


In measuring the Gorman emperor 


one other fact must ever be borne in 
mind. Whatever may be his eccen- 
tricities, he still remains as he has 
been for many years, the overshadow- 
ing royal fiimre in Europe. No other 
king uipa«nres with him in energy, in 
intellect or in mastery of affairs. He 
roles us he hunts. Spectacular he may 
be. >et ho manages to bag his share 
"••f the game. lie may have his royal 
finger in all pies, but fhe world Is «t 
iensr conscious of his presence through 
'•V'-ry duy of his reign.
